PROJECT

Lake  Forest  College  students  launched  an  am- 
bitious project  in  the  fall  of  1963.  Following  a  very 
successful  R.A.F.  Conference,  The  Crisis  in  Race 
Relations,  some  100  students,  determined  to  do  more 
than  talk  about  the  civil  rights  issue,  volunteered  to 
tutor  culturally  deprived  and  potentially  dropout 
children.  The  Tutorial  Project  received  its  original 
impetus  from  the  LFC  Human  Relations  Committee 
which  was  interested  in  doing  something  similar  to 
the  other  tutoring  projects  operating  successfully  in 
the  East  and  at  Northwestern  University. 

The  Tutorial  Project  became  an  organization  on 
its  own  right  with  its  own  executive  committee  late 
in  the  fall  term,  and  negotiations  were  begun  with 
the  Waukegan  School  Board.  At  the  same  time 
orientation  meetings  for  the  100  volunteers  were  set 
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up,  involving  LFC  psychology  professors,  remedial 
reading  teachers,  and  social  workers.  At  the  same 
time  a  group  of  six  Lake  Forest  students  were  begin- 
ning ostensibly  the  same  program  at  a  Chicago 
settlemen  house,  Firman  House,  as  part  of  the 
Tutorial  Project. 

At  the  beginning  of  Winter  Term,  everything 
was  set  to  roll.  The  tutors  met  with  their  tutees 
the  second  week  of  January,  and  a  challenging,  in- 
teresting, and  mutually  educative  program  was 
underway.  The  goals,  the  motives  of  each  of  the 
participating  tutors  would  of  course  be  impossible 
to  state,  but  they  all  had  in  common  the  wish  to  do 
something  constructive  in  the  area  of  race  relations 
right  then,  not  "someday,  after  graduation  .  .  ." 
Also,  besides  the  problems  of  reading,  writing,  and

arithematic  that  the  LFC  students  expected  to  meet 
in  whichever  of  the  4  Waukegan  elementary  or  2 
Junior  high  schools  they  worked,  they  anticipated 
being  of  some  psychological,  emotional  benefit  to 
these  children.  Perhaps  for  many  of  the  tutees,  the 
fact  that  a  member  of  the  adult  world  was  exclu- 
sively interested  in  him  might  be  a  very  encouraging 
phenomena ;  for  a  young  boy  without  a  father,  here 
at  least  in  his  male  tutor  was  a  man  interested 
in  him. 

An  account  of  the  Tutorial  Project  cannot  be 
concluded  without  warm  acknowledgement  of  all  the 
members  of  the  LFC  administration  who  gave  so 
much  that  was  vital  to  our  Project:  President  Cole 
gave  it  his  wholehearted  approval,  which  included 
not  only  moral  support  but  also  an  operating  budget 


for  the  first  few  precarious  months.  Dr.  Smucker 
was  with  it  from  the  beginning,  and  perhaps  the 
Project  would  never  have  gotten  anywhere  without 
his  initial  championship.  Mrs.  Ellen  C.  Mosey,  Direc- 
tor of  Public  Information,  and  Mrs.  Joanne  Lamonte, 
Publicity  Editor,  and  Mrs.  Arline  Byrne  Cole  saw 
that  awareness  of  the  Project  was  expanded  on  and 
off  campus.  We  made  most  of  the  metropolitan  and 
local  newspapers,  as  well  as  a  55  minute  radio  pro- 
gram and  30  minutes  on  TV. 

Even  if  the  repercussions  of  the  Tutoring  pro- 
gram are  not  grand,  even  if  we  touch  only  a  few 
lives,  or  merely  teach  a  few  children  how  to  learn, 
we  at  least  feel  that  we  are  acting—that  we  have 
registered  our  protest  against  certain  elements  in 
our  society,  and  are  acting  on  our  concern. 
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On  Sunday,  January  26,  representatives  of  the  LFC  Tutorial  Project 
appeared  on  WBBM-TV.  The  program  was  entitled  Vistas,  and  its  purpose 
was  to  introduce  the  project  to  the  people  of  Chicago  and  near-by  cities. 


Mr.  Gary  Arnold,  host,  interviewed  Randy 
Holman,  evaluating  the  hows  and  whys  of  the 
project  from  origination,  to  progress,  and  plans 
for  expansion. 


Andy  Janover,  transportation  chairman,  then 
explained  the  various  field  trips,  which  are  an 
intergal  part  of  the  project,  discussing  how 
they  helped  expose  the  tutees  to  some  of  the 
interesting  places  in  Chicago.

India,  once  fabled  gem  of  the  Orient,  has  changed. 
The  land  of  the  Taj  Mahal  can  no  longer  be  looked 
upon  by  Westerners  as  a  somewhat  glamorous — if  ex- 
otic— corner  of  the  world  inhabitated  by  Kipling's  char- 
acters, snake  charmers,  creators  of  rich  fabrics  and 
spices,  persons  categorized  into  inflexible  castes,  and 
believers  in  reincarnation. 

"During  the  last  10  years,  India — only  one-third 
the  size  of  the  United  States — has  grown  to  contain 
nearly  one-quarter  of  the  world's  population.  The 
Soviet  Union  and  Red  China  to  the  north,  which  to- 
gether hold  approximately  half  the  peoples  of  the 
world,  have  ideologies  dialectically  opposite  to  ours  and 
their  spheres  of  influence  are  creeping  southward 
along  India's  borders. 

"It  is  necessary  to  assess  and  exploit  the  possibili- 
ties of  India  as  a  potential  world  leader,  a  status 
brought  directly  by  her  policy  of  non-alignment.  We 
must  be  cognizant  that  all  our  "Montgomery,  Alabama, 
Affairs"  are  Americanized  manifestations  of  Gandhi's 
legacy  to  India. 

"Concepts  of  India  are  staggering.  Tumultuous 
growth,  idealogy  of  non-violent  resistance,  changing 
economic  status,  geographical  position — these  are  rea- 
sons why  India  cannot,  indeed  will  not,  be  ignored. 
Her  importance  is  overwhelming."

It  would  be  a  naive  individual  in- 
deed who  would  be  drawn  to  a 
university  on  the  basis  of  such  a 
statement.  And  so  it  is  that  the 
successful  Lake  Forest  student  is 
fully  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the 
standards  for  academic  achieve- 
ment are  quite  far  removed  from 
the  above-cited  far  flung  ideals. 

How  does  one  determine  who  is 
successful  at  Lake  Forest  College  ? 
The  quarterly  Dean's  List  might 
be  a  logical  place  to  look,  for  here 
is  presented  a  listing  of  those 
whose  work  has  met  a  standard  of 
excellence  demanding  of  high  rec- 
ognition.

Communication  and  Respect 

The  administration  last  week  decided  to  disallow  the  CGA- 
pproved  proposal  to  free  juniors  and  seniors  from  their  con- 
ocation  requirements.  In  doing  so,  its  most  convincing  argu- 
ment was  that  the  program  should  be  regarded  as  a  co-cur- 
Krmlar  nnft  which  blends  out-of-class  lectures  with  regular 


It  is  clear  that  the  passing  grade 
is  relatively  easy  to  come  by  at 
Lake  Forest  College.  Various  teach- 
ers have  suggested  different  reas- 
ons for  this.  One  reason  seems  to 
be  that  there  is  much  pressure 
from  the  administration  to  keep 
the  number  of  failing  students 
down  to  a  bare  minimum.  After 
all,  each  student  represents  a  valu- 
able source  of  revenue  to  the  Col- 
lege. But  it  would  seem  that  the 
major  reason  why  standards  for 
passing  are  so  low  is  the  fact  that 
there  is  little  encouragement  to  do 
more  than  is  expected.  "I  think," 
says  one  teacher,  "that  low  stand- 
ards are  very  much  the  result  of 
the  total  absence  of  an  academic 


atmosphere  on  campus.  Students 
are  not  stimulated  to  do  anything 
other  than  the  basic  requirements 
as  set  by  the  professor."  Many 
successful  students  view  their 
schooling  in  the  same  light  as  a 
"job"  situation.  One  works  because 
one  has  to  get  the  job  done. 

It  is  now  that  the  question  must 
be  posed  as  to  whether  or  not  such 
attitudes  are  desirable  on  the  stu- 
dent body.  Certainly,  if  the  student 
body  does  not  take   seriously  any 
part  of  the   statement  of  purpose 
as  stated  in  the  catalogue,  the  Col- 
lege   (that    is,    the    College    toto) 
does  little  to  invite  the  students  to 
take   such  a  position   seriously.  It 
does   not   require   a   great   deal   of 
searching    to    find    a    disillusioned 
freshman   who   wants    to    transfer 
out.  Here  is  an  individual  who  has 
come  to  college  expecting  a  great 
perhaps    almost    impossible,    chal- 
lenge. It  is  only  a  matter  of  weeks 
before  he  learns  that  the  standards 
fall  far  below  his  expectations.  At 
this  point,  he  begins  to  lose  much 
of  his  conscientious  application  to 
his  studies;  he  falls  into  doing  that 
which  is  required,  for,  indeed,  there 
is    no    encouragement    to    do   any- 
thing   else.    This    individual    feels 
that  he  is  accomplishing  virtually 
nothing.  He  wants  to  get  out. 

The  cynical  upperclassman  is  not 
hard  to  find  either.  He  resign; 
himself  to  plodding  along  some 
how,  probaby  making  the  Dean's 
Lost  all  along  the  way,  until  it 
finally  comes  time  to  graduate  and 
he  can  get  out  of  what  he  regards 
as  a  "lousy  atmosphere." 

What  seem  characteristically 
similar  in  both  the  above  cases  is 
that  these  people  both  want  and 
and  expect  something  more  than  a 
simple  job  situation.  They  want  to 
be  active  and  they  want  to  be  chal- 
lenged. To  this  end,  they  find  that 
the  action  must  come  from  them 
selves  and  so,  also,  must  the  chal 
lenge.  If  they  want  "to  abstract 
to  judge  and  to  reason,"  if  they 
want  to  "grow  in  understanding, 
insight  and  wisdom,"  they  find  that 
they  must  do  it  almost  entirely  on 
their  own.  Furthermore,  there  is 
practically  no  incentive  to  take  the 
initiative. 

One  sees  perhaps  a  far  greater 
challenge  at  Lake  Forest  College 
than  the  challenge  of  merely  get- 
ting knowledge.  This  is  the  chal 
lenge  of  creating  an  all-pervading 
attitude  conducive  to  getting  knowl 
edge.  Perhaps  all  education  is  ea 
sentially  self-education,  but  a  col 
lege  situation  must,  at  the  very 
least,  foster  enough  inquisitiveness 
in  the  self  to  educate  the  self  Only 
under  such  conditions  can  we  say 
that  we  live  in  an  academic  com 
munity.
